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GENERAL REMARKS. 


In closing up my report, I feel it my duty and privilege to 
make a few remarks and suggestions. 

I think that too much cannot be said in praise of our schol- 
ars, as a whole, during the past year, and I also feel highly 
gratified at the interest manifested by the parents and friends 
of the scholars, as shown by the large attendance at the clos- 
ing exercises. If parents and friends could be induced to visit 
our schools more frequently and obtain a personal knowledge 
of them, it would not only be a benefit to the teachers but 
to our children, increasing their endeavors if they knew we 
were to come in occasionally and observe their recitations and 
conduct. ‘There seems to be in the town of Hampstead a 
great inequality in the distribution of school funds, as now ex- 
pended under the present school system, which can only be 
obviated, I think, by adopting the town system as suggested in. 
our town warrant, to be acted upon at our coming annual 
March meeting. It is hoped that all voters interested in the 
educational interests of the community, will look into and con- 
sider the matter coolly and carefully and be ready tovote at the 
time named, as their best judgment may dictate.

To the inhabitants of the town of Hampstead qualified to 
vote in town affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
town on the second Tuesday of March next at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon to act upon the following subjects : 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meet- 
ing. 

Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 

Article 3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to defray town charges for the year ensuing. 

Article 4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to pay town debts and interest. 

Article 5. ‘To see if the town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to hire money for the use of the town. 

Article 6. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for school purposes in addition to what.the law requires. 

Article 7. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for keeping highways and bridges in repairs. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of twenty-five dollars for the purpose of defraying the ex- 
penses incurred in. decorating the Soldiers graves on the thir- 
tieth day of May next. 

Article 9. To see if the town willvote to buy runners for the 
hearse. 


Article 10. To see what action the town will take in rela- 
tion to purchasing a road machine. 
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Article 11. ‘To see if the town will adopt Chapter eight of 
the Laws of 1870 and abolish the school district in said town. 


Article 12. To make provisions for the appraisal of all the 
school-houses, lands, apparatus and other property owned 
and used for school purposes, which the school district in said 
town might lawfully selland convey. 


Article 13. To elect a board of education of not less than 
three persons as provided by the third section of chapter eight 
of the laws of 1870. 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to sell Moody H. 
Brickett one lot in center cemetery. 

Article 15. To see what action the town will take in rela- 
tion to licensing, regulating, and restraining dogs. 

Article 16. To hear the reports of Auditors and Superin- 
tending School Committee and act thereon.
